Leather in different parte of the humanly inhabited world hae had Epecial 
meanings ascribed to it other than simply utilitarian value or decoration. 

Values of power, 6ex, and masculinity have been ascribed to leather. 

In native Africa, the part of the world most known for fetishes, a carved wooden 
fetish figure sculpture would often have leather attached to it in some fashion as an 
enhancement for its magic. The African fetishes often had sexual meaning (a wooden 
idol might be carved with an erect penis), so that values of power and sex could be bound 
up with leather as used to decorate or adorn a statue. 

In many tribal cultures, and on the American frontier, wearing a leather outfit 
wa6 an emblem and/or supposed enhancement of power or strength, and mignt indicate rank. 

Among some people in modern societies, leather clothing or adornment is felt to 
be supportive of personal and/or group strength, often of masculine strength; the 
Hell’s Angels dig wearing leather partly as symbolic of masculine pride and together¬ 
ness, while some persons ju6t as individuals emphasize their masculine feeling with 
leather (one common article: a leather wrist-band), or (sometimes with women) stress 
toughness or show alliance with the male in this way. Leather as an emblem of defiant 
or rebellious strength may be seen worn both by outlaw bikers and, with attentuated 
meaning, by punk-scene youth. 

We car see much erotic or sexual identification with leather in 6ome sexually 
aberrant categories of people, particularly sadomasochistic people. Some people who 
have their 6exual identity bound up with leather may speak of wearing leather a6 having 
a welcome second akin; the sensual bliss of leather can be such that some people wear 
leather underwear. Of course, a whip, an object commonly used in S/ft, easily involves 
the use of leather; and bondage may easily involve the U6e of leather. In the S/ft Society 
of Janu6 in San Francisco, some members have reported on their leather feelings: one 
homosexual male masochist at Janus has spoken of masturbating during early puberty in 
a closet underneath his older brother’s leather jacket; and one lesbian sadist who has 
been a leading member of the San Francisco S/ft community has written that 6he always 
loves to go out wearing her leather jacket, feeling enhanced in a special way when 
stepping out in the world. For a sadist or dominant person in S/ft, wearing leather 
may represent or enhance a masterful rank. 

Of course, a belt or strap is commonly made of leather. In some he beholds, a 
man wears or keeps a leather strap to use punitively on hie woman at tic.> r.e deems 
appropriate. For many generations, the razor strop, man’s belt, or other leather strap 
has been an emblem and instrument of the husband and father’s authority in a marriage. 

The special processing of animal skin to make leather is a peculiarly human 
practice. While social insects are seen to make elaborate edifices, and chimpanzees in 
the wild are seen to make tool6 — to mention two kinds of making in the animal kingdom 
—, man is the only creature that makes leather. While leather serves for clothing, 
containers, and coverings of obvious practical value, values of beauty, rank, magic,
